Can  you  let  me  know  who  the  risk  management  person  is  who  reviewed  this  because  it 
seems  they  are  not  clear  on  what's  being  done  --  it's  no  different  than  what  the  BIDs  already  do.

Hi  Everyone, 

I just  got  off  the  phone  with  LADOT's  Risk  Manager,  Monica  Dove.  In  order  for  LADOT  to  consider  Blair's  proposal  to  waive  the  new  insurance 
coverage  for  the  proposed  maintenance  agreement,  LADOT  will  need  the  following  documents  from  the  Historic  Core  BID  for  review: 

1 . Detailed  scope  of  work  under  the  existing  agreement. 

LADOT  will  see  if  the  scope  for  both  existing  and  proposed  agreements  are  exactly  the  same  in  terms  of  the 
responsibilities,  tasks,  extent  of  the  physical  area  of  space  to  be  cleaned,  etc.  Unfortunately,  the  existing  agreement 
that  I found  online  (attached  in  the  earlier  email)  does  not  describe  the  scope. 

2.  Copy  of  the  existing  insurance  policy  describing  the  coverage  for  work  under  the  existing  agreement. 


I will  be  sending  out  the  final  agreements  for  signatures  this  afternoon.  I am  concerned  that  assessing  Blair's 


insurance  question  will  take  longer  than  what  we  have  time  for,  if  these  documents  are  not  readily  available  for  the 
Risk  Manager's  review.  Hence,  I suggest  we  move  forward  on  executing  the  agreements  keeping  the  insurance 
requirement,  and  allow  the  Risk  Manager  to  evaluate  Blair's  request  thereafter.
